SSUE OF BONDS 
~ FOR RAILROADS 


War. Finance Corporation 
Will Put $200,000,000 on 
Sale Wednesday—Bonds 
Pay 5 Per Cent and Are 
War Exempt. — 


Washington, March 31.—War 
finance corporation bonds, totaling 
$200,000,000, will be placed on sale 
Wednesday through federal reserve 
banks and sub-agent banks. The 
bonds, which will be the first to. be 
issued under the war finance cor- 
poration act, will be issued in de- 
nominations of $1,000, will mature 
in one year with interest at 5 ner 
cent, payable semi-annually, and 
will be free from ‘taxes. 

‘Final details with reference to 
the issue were agreed upon today in 


conferences between Attorney Gen- | 


eral Palmer and counsel for the 
corporation and formal announce- 
ment of the issue was made to- 
night. 

Receipts from the issue will be 
used by the corporation to provide 
funds for, railroads to meet other 
demands. Under the law the. cor- 


poration may issue up to $2,100,- 
000,000 of bonds on the basis of its 


paid in capital stock. While no 
bonds have been issued heretofore, 
advances already made and others 
in prospect to railroads bring the 
corporation within sight of possible 
exhaustion of the half billion dol- 
lars authorized as original capital. 

The bonds are expected to be pur- 
chased largely by banks and big 
business concerns because of the

Director General Tells

Railroads Must Be Ready 
‘to Take Care of Traffic 
Coming — Believes War 
to Have Permanent Ef- 
fect on Operation. 


WADOO IS COUNSEL. 
Walker ID. Hines, director gen- 


eral of railroads, announced yes- 
terday¥i that, at his request, Hon. 
W. G. McAdoo, formerly director 
general of railroads, had con- 
sented to act as special counsel 
to the railroad administration 
with reference to matters arising 
in the state of New York. Mr. 
McAdoo stipulated, however, that 
he should not be compensated for 
his services, 


His plans for railroad service dur- 
ing peace times, a defense of the 
administration, and a prediction of 
tremendous business prosperity in 
the country in the near future, for 
which the carriers must begin at 
once to prepare, were features of 
an address delivered last night by 
Walker D. Hines, director general 
of the railroads, at a banquet given 
him by the Presidents’ Club of At- 
lanta,. 

The dinner was a most enjoyable 
one, President Mell Wilkinson act- 
ing as toastmaster. In addition to 
the address of Mr. Hines there were 
talks by Mayor Key, Robegg P. Mad- 


dox, presidents of the American 
Bankers’ association; T. W. Tyler, 
director of the department of opera- 


rector, and W. S. Carter, director of 
the division of labor... The banquet 
ehded early in order that the guests 
ee might catch the 11 o’clock 
rain. 

Denics Story of Waste. 

Mr. 


Hines declared that the 
prevalent idea that the government 
had wasted or would waste the sum 
of $1,250,000,000 on the railroads, was 
in error. He said that the truth 
of the business was that while this 
Sum. would be used in the operation 
of the roads, that more than $1,000,- 
000,000 could only be considered in 
the light of an investment or a loan, 
and that when federal control ended 
that sum would come back into the 
treasury. : 

In regard to the future of the 
roads, ? 
endeavor at present is to get the 
roads back to a normal basis, to 
get as far away from the war period 
as possible, and to furnish the coun- 
try the very best service obtainable. 
He predicted an enormous business 
in America in the near future. 

He stated that the railroad bus- 
iness, likq every other, was funda- 
mentally affected by the war, and 
perhaps permanently affected, and 
that right now the business is going 
through a very difficult period of 
adjustment. 

é Mr. Hines’ Address. 
Extracts from his address follow: 
“One thing I wanted to mention 

is to make a brief statement about 
the financial aspects of the railroad 
administration as connected with 
the appropriation of $750,000,000, 
which was sought in congress and 
which, unfortunately for all the in- 
terests concerned, failed of passage 
on the last day of the congress. 
There has been a disposition to as- 


sume that when the railroad admin- 
istration asked for an appropriation 
of $750,000,000 it meant that the 
$500,000,000 already appropriated 
has been lost, presumably wasted 
in operating the railroads, and that 
the other $750,000,000 was to go the 
same way, representing the total 
loss in the first two years of op- 
(eration of $1,250,000,000. 

“I wanted to call the attention 
of you gentlemen to that situation 
as it really stands. When that ap- 
'propriation shall be given, as I an- 
'ticipate it must be, and will be 
‘promptly upon the reassembling of 
_congress, there will have been ap- 
| propriated for the railroad adminis- 
| tration $1,250,000,000. That will be 
|disposed of in this way: During 
the calendar year 1918 on account 
of the unprecedently bad winter 
and on account of the fact that in- 
creased expenses were effective to 
/a very large extent for the entire 
twelve months while the increased 


j|rates were effective for only about 


six months, and also on account of 
the fact that a great deal of addi- 
tional expense had to be incurred 
to meet the demands of the war, 
there was a loss of something over 
$200,000.000 in the operations for 
the year. That is, the results fell 
something over $200,000,000 short 
of paying the rental due the rail- 
roads under the act of congress. 
Only &200,000,000 Loss. 
“That represents all the loss 
there was for that year so that the 
remainder of the $1,250,000,000, or in 
other words, $1,050,000,000, does not 
represent a loss at all. It does rep- 
resent money temporarily tied up 
in the operation of the railroads. 
That looks like a very large amount 
and on the surface it is difficult to 
understand why so much money 
should be tied up in that way. A

of his party throughout the country 
unless he is granted a rehearing in

Debs was confined to bed with a 
bad attack of lumbago at the home 
of Mrs. Margaret Prevey, here, when 
notified the United States supreme 
court had refused him a rehearing. 
He refused to see newspaper men, 
but through Mrs. Prevey issued the 
following statement to the press: 

“The matter is in. the hands of 
my attorneys, Seymour and Stedman, 
of Chicago. I do not know what legal 
action they will follow, as I have 
received no word from them as yet. 

“Tnless something further can be 
done, the program of the party to 
up the country in a general

pared to fight to the end.” 

Strike to Begin May 1. 

When shown the report of the de- 
Debs 
said: 

“That means that by May 1, the 
day on which I begin my sentence, 
a general strike will have culmi-. 
It must not be forgotten 
that that day is the labor day of 
the world. On that day I had been 
assured that if the supreme court 
had ‘not ruled by that time more 
than 5,000 labor meetings would 
have been held asking for my re- 
lease, , 

“The miners of my own state of 
Indiana will start the strike. These 
men came to me at my home in 
Terre Haute before I started on my 
last speaking tour and told me that 
from the day I went to the peni- 
tentiary there would be no more 
coal mined in Indiana until the day 
I was released. 

“The movement will undoubtedly 
begin at once.” ; 

Court Denies Rehearing. — 

Washington, March 31.—Eugene V. 
Des’ application for a rehearing of 
his appeal from conviction and sen- 
tenee to ten years’ imprisonment for 


violating the espionage act was de- 


nied today by the supreme court. 

In filing his motion for a rehear- 
‘ing Debs, who claimed the court's 
opinion amounted to the trial of a 
person for an undisclosed “state of 
mind,” that he‘ had been denied the 
privilege of showing his motive in 
making the speech for which he was 
convitted and that the court had 
failed to decide all of the questions 
presented to it for review. 

The prosecution resulted from 


statements made by Debs in a 
speech in Canton, Ohio, las 
The supreme court affirmed 
conviction on March 10. 
Unless executive clemency is ob- 
tained Debs now must serve his 
sentence. He is at liberty on bail. 


DEAF EAR TURNED 
T0 CLERKS’ PLEA 
FOR PLACES BACK 


400 Men, Who Went on 
Strike on N., C. & St. L. 
Some Time Ago, Are 
S$till Out of Positions. 


Railroad administration officials 
have turned a deaf ear to the appeal 
of the Brotherhood of Railway 
Clerks, in which they ask that a 
federal order be given the N., C. & 
St. L. railroad to reinstate the 400 
clerks who struck several weeks ago 
on the order of C. F. Jackson, who 
was recently deposed as regional 
deputy of the railway clerks. 

George W. Woods, vice chairman 
of the local railway clerks, Monday 
received a wire from the national 
president, J. J. Forrester, telling 
Woods to represent him in the N., C. 
& St. L. trouble. Mr. Woods spent 
several hours Monday trying to ar- 
range an interview with Director 
General of Railroads Walker D. 
Hines, who was in Atlanta attending 
a conference of executive heads of 
the railroad administration. 


“Strike Is Over.” 


Failing to see the director gen- 
eral, Mr.«Woods confined his efforts 
to Brice Claggett, assistant director 
general. He told Mr. Claggett of 
his wish to lay the matter of the 
striking clerks before Mr. Hines. 
Mr. Claggett responded by saying, 
“The strike, as far as we are con- 
cerned, is over; why bring ‘it up 
again?” 

After a wait of several hours in 
the Healey building Mr. Woods ac- 
costed W. L. Mapother, federal man- 
ager of the N., C. & St. L. railroad, 
and discussed the trouble with him. 
After listening to the clerks’ side, 
asking for reinstatement, Mr. Ma- 
pother said: 

“The original order by B. L. Win- 
chell, regional director of railroads 
for the south, stands.

“It has been held, however, that 
the anti-alien land law of 1915 is 
constitutional, but in order to ac- 
complish its purpose, it required 
amendment. Its object was to pre- 
vent ownership of the soil of the 
state by aliens ineligible to citizen- 
ship. It has been overcome by such 
aliens forming corporations, of 
which there are two kinds in the 
state, with an aggregate author- 
ized capital stock of more than 
three million dollars, by transfer-- 
ring land >to the names of minor 
children born upon the soil, and 
therefore citizens, and by an indefi- 
nite extension of the three-year 
lease authorized by law.

HUNGARIAN ENVOYS 
ORDERED TO BERLIN 


To Conclude Alliance 
With Germany Against 
Entente Allies—French 
Troops Have Been At- 
tacked by Hungarians. 


va.)—The Hungarian government 
has sent a delegation to Berlin to 
conclude a treaty of alliance against 
the entente allies. 

German officers formerly belong- 
ing to Field Marshal Mackensen’'s 
‘army have arrived in Budapest. to 
reorganize the Hungarian army 
along German lines. The army now 
numbers one hundred thousand men: 

150 Looters Are Executed. 

The plunge of Budapest into 
anti-capitalism continues with fever- 
ish efforts to show that the reign 
of law and erder is undisturbed. The 
city is outwardly quiet since the 
first few days in which there was 
much looting, espeeially of jewelry 
shops. As a result of the looting, 
it is reported, 150 persons were exe- 
cuted by the new regime, their com- 
munistic ideas apparently being too 
violent. 

The new freedom exists for those 
who are willing to live as the gov- 
ernment dictates. Two important 
newspapers, The Pester Lloyd and 
The <Azest, print only what the 
censor permits. Foreign corre- 
spondents may transmit by  tele- 
graph if they write what-is desired 
by the government, © 

Czech Troops Take “own. 

Czech troops, who have been fight- 
ing the communists fin southern 
Slovakia, have captured the city of 
Kaschau, 140 miles northeast 
Budapest, and other points. The 
German colonists in western Hun- 
gary and Transylvania are hostile 
to the communists and are at- 
tempting to establish their inde- 
pendence. 

The French trd@ops at Szegedin, 
southern Hungary and elsewhere, it 
is said, are permitting the com- 
munists to establish themselves in 
control as they wish, despite the fact 
that there were riots in small in- 
dustrial centers where the commun- 
ists held. organized parades after 
the fashion set in Budapest.

This 
is German strategy; this is allied 
predicament. 

Bolshevism in Hungary, has tak- 
en a less aggravated form as yet 
than it has acquired in tussia. 
Lenine, telephoning to Bela Kun, 
the Bolshevist leader in Budapest, 
advises him to make the Bolshevist 
program less rough in his own 
country than it had been in Rus- 
sia. It is taking the form of ex- 
treme communistic legislation, to be 
sure, but it has not yet become 
of assassination

What Big Four Faced. 

The position which the big four 
confronted was simple. They knew 
now that Germany would not sign 
any such treaty as had practically 
been agreed upon. They knew, 
also, that Bolshevism, which had 
reached Budapest and threatened 
Vienna, was equally menacing in 
Poland and in Rumania. They 
knew that if Germany refused to 
sign their treaty of -peace, they 
would be compelled to undertake a 
new military campaignif they were 
to enforce their terms, and they 
were informed, also, that unless 
they undertook a new military cam- 
paign in Russia, in Poland and gen- 
erally in the east, Bolshevism was 
almost certain to sweep over the 
eastern peoples. 

No less disturbing was the real- 
ization of what it means to the peo- 
ple of England, and France, sud- 
denly to be confronted with the 
fact that after five months of 
effort to liquidate the victory of last 
November, their own statesmen 
had arrived only at the beginning 
of two new wars—one against the 
Germans and one against Bolshe- 
vists. And would the people of 
England and France consent to a 
new war, or would they, in their 
turn, sweep away their statesmen 
who had brought them to this 
hopeless situation? 

Beautifal Dreams Vanish. 

T wish I could make it clear how 

instantly there disappeared all real 


thought alike of the league of na- | 


tions, the great new Poland, and 
all other beautiful dreams of intel- 
lectual, moral and racial enfran- 
chisement, which had dominated 
Paris for four months. We thought, 
in January, that the conference of 
peace was to create Utopia; we be- 
gin to realize, in the Jast few days 
of March, that it was an open ques- 
tion whether it could restrain an- 
archy. We beliéved in January that 
Germany lay helpless, awaiting the 
just sentence of our court; we real- 
ize in March that we have lost our 
last decisive weapon to coerce Ger- 
many,if she should choose to resist 
the decision of the court.

| Secoremee is debating two things: 
First, as Lloyd-George and Mr. Wil- 
son would have it, whether we shall 
make a modus vivendi with the Bol- 
shevists. We invited them to Prin- 
kipo and they came to Budapest, and 
we are nuw debating whether we 
shall try to invite them to some 
new place of conference and recog- 
nize them. In the second place, we 
are planning whether we_ shall 
sacrifice the eastern peoples, nota- 
bly the Poles, in the hope of ar- 
riving at a treaty of peace which 
the Germans will sign. We are de- 
bating whether we shall not change 
our minds about Danzig and the 
Vistula corridor, whether we shall 
sacrifice the Polish rights to allied 
interests. We are, in fact, debating 
a new treaty by which we placate 
the Germans and surrender to the 
Bolshevists, a treaty based upon 
our fears and not upon our ideals. 
But obviously two dangers arise. 
' First, so far, Bolshevism has ad- 
‘vanced from Moscow to Budapest; 
against our will. It seems about to |! 
gather in the Poles and Rumanians, 
| the Bulgars and other border people. 
Why should it make terms with the 
| west? Second, why should the Ger- 
| mans consent to any treaty of peace 
disadvantageous to themselves if 
they are convinced that we have be- 
gun to modify our terms because we 
are afraid they will not sign them. 


What Will Happen? 


Napoleon came back from Elba 
and the Vienna congress adjourned 
its work unfinished. Bolshevism has 
come to Budapest and there is every 
evidence that the Paris conference 
is at least contemplating following 
the example of its notorious prede- 
cessor. But there is one thing that 
everyone must recognize. If we 
make a surrender peace with the 
Bolshevists and with Germans, the 
league of nations will be still born. | 
Europe will be divided into two al- |! 
liances once more, Mittel Europa) 
will be recreated, Germany will be- 
.come the champion of order in cen- | 
tral Europe, and we shall have to| 
consent to permit the Germans to, 
undertake battle against Bolshevism, 
as they will, and to collect their 
reward, which will be the domina- 
tion of central and eastern Europe. 
If we abandon the Poles, the Czecho- 
Slovaks, the Jugo-Slavs and Ru- 
manians. 

After having promised a like na- 
tional reintegration and military 
support, they will leave us for Ber- 
lin, as they must. One of the most 
eminent of the Polish leaders in 
Paris told me yesterday: “Ek tne 
allies follow the course they are 
now contemplating, Poland will 
make her terms with Germany for- 
ever.’”” Rumania has almost as em- 
phatically indicated her readinéss to 
break with her old allies. If to get 
a peace that Germany will sign we 
surrender the Poles to her, if to 
placate the Bolshevists we leave Ru- 
mania, Czecho-Slovakia, Hungary 
and Juglo-Slavia indefensible in the 
pahtway of the storm, we shall lose 
them. We shall lose them first to 
Bolshevism and later to Germany 
and restored Germany will under- 
take a new task of organizing cen- 
tarl Europe. 

Crisis Very Grave. 


T wish TIT could make it clear to 
my American readers how grave the 
crisis which we face. The league 
of nations was to be an association 
of free peoples of the world united 
in a common faith in democracy and 
liberty, but already at least half the 
population of Europe have adopted 
another faith and half of the re- 
maining population still adheres to 
its old doctrine which precipitated 
the war. If the peoples of Germany 
and of Russia and of middle Europe 
do not accept the principles of the 
league of nations, the league of na- 
tions is nothing except the basis of 
an alliance between the United 
States, France, England and Italy 
against the alliance between Bolshe- 
vism and Germanism. Wev.perceive 
at last that Trotzky and Lenine will 
not hold up their hands and cry 
kamerad to the covenant of the 
league of nations as announced. We 
are beginning to understand that 
the walls of Prussia, Jericho will 
not fall when the doctrines of lea- 
gues of nations are trumpeted along 
the frontiers.
